SAIL FOR EUROPE

W ill Be Present A t 
Opening of Peace 
Conference 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
26. — 
President Will will sail tor E u ­ 
rope next week to attend the op­ 
ening of the 
peace 
conference 
and he expects to be 
back 
in 
Washington, soon after the mid­ 
dle of January. 
Plans for the 
president’s trip are going steadily 
ahead but beyond tine original 
announcem ent th a t 
he 
would 
leave immediately after the con­ 
vening of congress on December 
2 no details have been made pub- 
^ 
lie. 
However it was said today 
authoritatively that the president 
plans to be back on American soil 
within six weeks after his ship 
leaves this side. 
There has been 
no indication when the peace con­ 
ference will assemble but the gen­ 
e ra l belief here is that it will con­ 
vene immediately after the Christ­ 
inas holidays. 
The president goes in. advance 
to confer with the entente states­ 
men and it is expected that the 
broad outline of the treaty will 
be framed before hand 
with 
a 
view to its adoption soon after 
th e conference meets. 
The president was understood 
to have discussed bis trip with 
members of his official family at 
the regular Tuesday cabinet m eet­ 
ing today but if his plans were re­ 
vealed they were not permitted to 
become public. 
Newspaper correspondents sent 
from this country will make the 
trip on a naval vessel, which will 
be placed at their disposal. They 
will leave next Monday ahead of 
president because there is no

ship available which can make as 
fast time as the steamer on which 
Mr. Wilson and his party will 
sail.

THOMAS J. MOONEY

“ I favor the demonstrations which 
are being held in my behalf,” said 
Thomas J. Mooney in a statem ent 
today from his cell in San Quen­ 
tin prison w here he is awaiting

bomb explosion in San Francisco 
when ten people 
were killed in 
July. 1916, 
“ The bigger these dem onstra­ 
tions are the better I like them, 
“ I want a new 
trial 
before 
Judge Franklin Griffin,” Mooney 
added, “as I believe he logically 
Is the judge best qualified to try 
the case.” 
Griffin was the trial judge in 
the Mooney case and sentenced 
him to death. 
Judge Griffin has 
since been active in an effort to 
obtain for Mooney a new trial.

culties between Peru and Chile, 
which resulted yesterday in recall

part of the Peruvian government, 
Carlos Castro Ruiz, consul gen­ 
eral of Chile announced tonight. 
A cablegram informing him of 
the Peruvian apology was receiv­ 
ed tonight by Mr. Ruiz, accord­ 
ing to his statement 
from 
the 
Chilean minister of affairs. 
The 
message the consul asserted au­ 
thorized him to announce th a t the 
Peruvian officials admitted that 
in making public reports of out­ 
breaks against their citizens in 
Iquique and Antofagasta, 
Chile, 
they had acted on misinformation. 
This wus furnished, he said by the 
Peruvian consul at iquique whose 
authority has been cancelled for 
this reason By the Chilean gov­ 
ernment. 
The apology sent from Lima. 
Mr. Ruiz added, was wholly sat­ 
isfactory by the Chilean officials 
and brought the misunderstand­ 
ing to aa sad.

“ The projected journey of the 
president to France and his sug­ 
gested sojourn there for an indef­ 
inite period,” said Mr. Wicker­ 
sham, "brings up for the first 
time in our history the question 
of the effect of such absence aud 
of the powers of the vice-presi­ 
dent because of such absence.” 
The former attorney

One of Article 
Two of the United States consti­ 
tution, which he said, prescribed 
the mode of procedure in event 
of the president’s "removal from 
office, his death, resignation or 
inability to discharge the duties 
of said office.” 
He maintained that absence of 
the president from the seat of 
government 
and 
the 
country 
"constitutes an inability to dis­ 
charge the powers arui duties of 
his office," within the meaning or 
the law. 
According to Mr. Wickersham, 
the two most important functions 
the president has to perform in 
connection with a session of con­ 
gress at which time he held it is 
the president’s duty to be at tho 
seat of government are: 
“ First, from time to time to 
‘give to congress information of 
the state of the union and recom­ 
mend to their consideration such 
measures as he shall judge neces­ 
sary and expedient’ and, second 
’to consider bills which shall have 
passed the house and senate anti 
if he approve, to sign them and if 
he disapprove to veto them.’ ”

So earnest and vigorous w as the 
response of Illinois farmers to the 
call of the Government th a t 14 
per cent of the total w inter w heat 
increase of the entire country was 
made in Illinois. 
Illinois 
has 
never 
produced 
much spring wheat. 
The Govern­ 
ment asked for 100,000 aeres. 
Kane county farmers alone seed­ 
ed over 21,000 acres or nearly a 
quarter of the total acreage de­ 
manded. Other northern counties 
responded most nobly,

in­ 
stead 
of 
100,000 
acres, 
the 
amount requested by the Govern­ 
ment, Illinois planted over 200,- 
000 acres in spring wheat. 
No sooner was the

ABATORS MUST DO “STUNTS” 


Feats That 8eem Foolhardy Really 
Are Most Necessary in th* Train­ 
ing of Airmen. 
* 
Before the war thine was, says EA 
win Bidwell Wilson In the Yale Re­ 
view, much critldsm of professional 
exhibiting aviators who, to thrill spec­ 
tators, put their machines into all 
sorts of dare-devil attitudes and fre­ 
quently themselves 
came 
suddenly 
down to death. In fighting, the ability ta 
8c all manner of “stunts” is essential. 
The more completely a pilot can con­ 
trol his machine, the more easily lie 
can toss It hither and thither—cutting 
figure-eights, looping the loop, nose 
diving and 
tail 
diving—the better 
chance he has for his own life and 
the more certain he is to get his op­ 
ponent. 
Sad as are the continual re­ 
ports of death by accident at our avia­ 
tion training camps, we may rest as­ 
sured that for an untrained pilot to 
go overseas to the front is utmost cer­ 
tainly fatal, and th at for every life 
lost in training, many are saved in 
fighting. 
Fortunately airplanes today 
are so much stronger structurally and 
so much better equipped and con­ 
trolled than before the war, that this 
necessary “stunting” In school and on 
the field Is no longer really dangerous 
—the real danger now lies In physical 
inability to “stunt.” 
Not only must 
the pilot of the single-seated fighting 
scout be thoroughly expert on the 
wing, he also must be a crack shot 
with his machine gun. 
Small wonder 
that it takes months and months to 
train an aviator who may develop into 
an ace.

If a shortage of glycerin should b#*( 
come Imminent, the OU, Paint and1 
Drug Reporter believes that the gof t 
em inent would promptly start In RF 
manufacture nitrobyronel.

Red Cross Christmas Seals will 
not be sold in America this year 
according to the long established 
custom. 
Instead, they are to be 
awarded in blocks of ten to each 
new' member of the Red Cross ob­ 
tained during the “roil call’' next 
month. 
Notice to this effect has been 
sent by the Illinois Tuberculosis 
Association to each of its affil­ 
iated societies in the state. 
Sim­ 
ilar notice has also been sent by 
the Red Cross to every local chap­ 
ter in Illinois. 
In. former years these cheery 
little Christmas 
stickers 
have 
been sold at one cent each, and 
the proceeds from the sale have 
been used to finance the work of 
the national, state and local tu ­ 
berculosis organizations. 
During the last seal campaign 
in 1917, more than 16,000,000 
seals were sold in Illinois and 
the fund has been used to do the 
biggest piece of tuberculosis work 
ever attempted in any state. 
F o r the coming year, however, 
this work in Illinois and through­ 
out the country is to be financed 
through a 
direct 
appropriation 
from the Red Cross 
under 
an 
agreem ent reached several months 
ago by the Red Cross and the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
as a w ar time necessity. 
In carrying out the agreement, 
all the tuberculosis agencies have 
placed their office and field staffs 
at the disposal oil the Red Cross 
in its effort to make the com­ 
ing membership drive an unqual­ 
ified success. 
Each new member of the Red 
Cross obtained during the coming

GET SALT FROM SEA WATER 


Old Method of Obtaining Necessary o f 
L ife Is Still Practiced in 
Various Places. 


The use of salt fob fceasdnlng and 
preserving foods is so ancient th a t 
the earliest written records refer to 
it, says a writer In Popular Solemn 
Monthly. 
For many centuries p ra c 
tically all the salt used by the hum ar 
race w as procured by th e evaporation 
of sea water. 
This method of obtaining salt ft 
still employed in many localities where 
the conditions are favorable. 
A hat 
stretch of sea coast and a hot and 
dry cllm uie are necessary if salt is 
to be g o t from sea w ater. 
An ideal 
locality for this Industry is the coast 
on th e B ay of Cadis, Spain. 
The se a water is allowed to collect 
In shallow basins, b arely above high- 
w ater m ark. As the w ater evaporates 
the various salts contained In the sea 
w ater crystallize out and form a crust, 
Which is removed and shoveled in 
small heaps. There th e salts undergo 
the first stage of purification. 
The edible salt is drained from th e 
other salts, which constitute the great­ 
er p a rt o f the impurities. The edible 
salt crystallizes out first, while th e 
other sa lts retain the w ater ana form 
a concentrated brine which is allowed 
to run into ditches dug for that p u r­ 
pose. 
The p artly purified sa lt is then gath­ 
ered Into large heaps. 
Occasional 
rains w ash out the m ore easily soluble 
Im purities, and the h o t sun dries th e 
salt on th e surface of the pile. 
Al­ 
though It still contains about 15 p er 
cent o f impurities it is shipped in 
large quantities w ithout further refin­ 
ing. 


NOT WISE ABOUT OSTRICHES 


Grave Difficulties Seem to Surround 
Scheme Devised by rn Soldier Who 
Wants a Mascot. 


The machfne-gun sergeant ct Doug­ 
las who wants an ostrich for a mas­ 
cot and Is willing to hatch It himself 
if somebody will provide him with an 
egg, does not know m uch about os­ 
triches o r the task in which he pro­ 
poses to enlist, in the opinion of the 
Arizona Republican. 
I f he gets th e 
egg and is not otherwise restricted, he 
might a s well be m ustered out of th e 
service. The Germans will be at peace 
so far a s he Is concerned. 
He h a s perhaps been misled by 
stories h e has heard o f the careless, 
Irresponsible way in which the ostrich 
race is perpetuated, by the laying of 
the egg in the sahd, w here it is left to 
its own devices until It becomes an 
ostrich. 
That may happen in Africa, 
where th e re is plenty of sand and heat, 
but it w ill not work in the climate of 
Douglas, where, though there is no 
lack of sand the son cannot be count­ 
ed upon to assist In th e business of 
incubation. The sergeant would have 
to go to setting. 
Moreover, the ostrich is a bird of 
slow grow th. 
It would be a long 
time before one coming forth from 
the egg could become a potent influence 
in the struggle between autocracy and 
democracy. By the tim e It would be 
In readiness to be taken to Berlin th e 
war would be over and only historians 
would y et be talking ab o u t it. 
We w ould recommend some other 
kind of mascot, one of quicker though 
even o f less sturdy an d magnificent 
growth.

REQUISITE HOURS OF SLEEP 


Acknowledged Fact That Brain Work­ 
er* Need Le** Than Tho** En­ 
gaged in Manual Labor. 


Periodic sleeping Is undeniably an 
essential to the continuance of life, but 
sleep Is required m ore as a means of 
recuperation from physical Weariness 
than from mental activity, an exchange 
observes. 
The best thinkers are the 
shortest sleepers, and on the other 
hand the manual lalm rers require th e 
longest periods of sleep. The classic 
example cited to prove that the th ink 
er does not need as much sleep as the 
ordinary man takes Is Thomas A. Edi­ 
son, who during the most active years 
of his life is said to have slept only 
four hours a day. It is not so general­ 
ly known that H erbert Spencer, th e 
philosopher, In his later life did not 
average more than th ree hours of sleep 
a day. 
These instances should not lead to 
ill-advised efforts to emulate the ex­ 
trem e examples. 
O ne should not a t­ 
tem pt to do batter thinking by keep­ 
ing longer awake, but the effort should 
be made to do b e tte r thinking, which 
w in result In keeping longer awake. 
F o r lf the body be not fatigued or 
drugged with poison, sleep comes chief­ 
ly from the slowing down of the m en­ 
tal 
processes 
until 
consciousness 
lapses. If an adult is not tired or fall 
of fatigue poisons from physical labor, 
or if his system is not otherwise bur­ 
dened with poisons from faulty diet 
or overeating, it is possible in many 
instances to cut down the sleeping 
period from 20 to 40 per cent of th a t 
commonly indulged in. 


Prussian Guard Long Famous. 
T he history of th e Prussian Guard, 
cream of Germany’s fighting men, 
which was smashed by the headlong 
attack of American troops at the Sec­ 
ond Battle of the Marne, dates back 
to the latter part of the Seventeenth 
Century, when men believed in th e 
divine rights of kings, and the troops 
of the guard could be depended on to 
protect the sacred body of their sov­ 
ereign when all other supporters fell 
away. 
T he Prussian G uard was once A 
company of archers, known as tho 
T rabant Guards. It was transformed 
Into a real fighting force by Frederick 
W illiam I. Drill w ith him was a ruling 
passion and he lavished much attern 
Hon on his guard; scouring Europe for 
giants, as no man under six feet in 
height could enter his pet regiment. 
T his requirement w as abolished by 
Frederick the Great, who cared only 
for fighting ability. The stirring ex­ 
ample of Napoleon’s Imperial Guard 
caused the Prussian organization to be 
increased in size, and it now comprises 
a complete army corps. Into Its ranks 
go th** cream of each year's class of 
Prussian recruits. 


Salvaging a Ship Sunk IOO Year*. 
W ork has been started off Boca 
Ciega (Cojlmar) by a Cuban salvage 
company on the wreck of a Spanish 
vessel sunk more than a hundred years 
ago. The principal objects that the 
company expects to recover are forty-

“In moments of great danger, or 
great strain and tragedy, people are 
simple and n a tu ra l; they do not act 
In the theatrical sense of the word.”

would, I think, history support Mr. 
Brand Whitlock’s inference, whatever 
may have been the story of unhappy 
Belgium. 
When Mme. du Barry died upon 
the scaffold In Paris, her shrieks de­ 
lighted the knitting women. 
The Due 
de Guise ran wildly from his assas­ 
sins to throw him self at the feet of 
Henry of France. 
P itt wept for his 
country’s misfortunes—the fam ily of 
th* Ill-fated Louis XVI did not cease 
their lamentations all night when they 
heard that he was to be guillotined at 
dawn. 
The choler of Judge Jeffreys found 
expression In the ravings and rantings 
of a madman. 
Bonbdil wept when he 
was driven from Granada. Henry VHI 
could swear like a fishwife—Catherine 
Howard shrieked at Hampton court, 
and the superstitious hear her shrieks 
to this day. 
In my view, the unhappy Belgians 
were dazed by the very horror of the 
circumstance. The atrocities commit­ 
ted by the Hun were too awful. 
Shall 
we wonder if the emotional faculties 
were paralyzed?—London Dispatch.

Recognized Under the Dutch Law 
a* Legal Form of Marriage. 


Not so very long ago a Boer In Pre­ 
toria was married to a girl in Amster­ 
dam, Holland, the ceremony constitut­ 
ing what the Dutcfi call handschoen, 
or glove marriage.

The bridegroom sent to his friend, 
or best man, in Amsterdam a power 
of attorney to represent him as his 
proxy at the ceremony, aud a t the 
sam e time forwarded his glove, which 
at the proper moment, when Ute two 
were made one, was held by both the 
bride and the proxy. 
The wedding 
was duly registered at Amsterdam 
and at Pretoria, where the bridegroom 
filed an affidavit with the proper mag­ 
istrate.

This curious form of m arriage Is a 
purely Dutch institution, the custom 
having originated, it is said, In the 
old times of Dutch Batavian rule, 
It 
Is, however, a dead letter in the T rans­ 
vaal since the English took over that 
colony.

Aviator Describes Effect of Heavy 
Missile Which Passed Some Hun. 
dreds of Yards From Airplane. 


A British aviator who had been fly­ 
ing in France since the beginning of 
the war told the story of meeting a 
shell from a German 17-inch gun whije 
he was in th e air, says Popular Me­ 
chanics Magazine. 
“I was a t an altitude of about 6,000 
feet one day and climbing higher at 
an easy angle, when one of those big 
fellows, alm ost a t the end of its long 
flight, cam e plowing along in the op­ 
posite direction,” he says. 
“F irst 
a dark little b lu r appeared ahead a t 
an angle of about 35 degrees above 
me. At first it seemed to be coming 
right at m e and I swerved to the left 
in an instinctive effort to dodge the 
threatened blow. Then a sort of dron­ 
ing hum becam e audible and th a t 
sound increased daring the two or 
three seconds th at elapsed before the 
big missile cam e up to me and swept 
past. It was probably several hundred 
yards away a t its nearest, but the dis­ 
tance seemed less. 
“A few fa in t stirrings of air began 
to rock my m achine even before the 
shell went by, but the full force of 
the ‘air wash* came a fraction of a 
second later. 
Then an almost solid 
wall of a ir nearly threw me on my 
beam ends and I was really hard put 
to it to get th e reeling machine back 
on an even keel. 
For the next mile 
or two the a ir was like w ater in th e 
wake of a big sidewheeler—all chopped 
to pieces- —and th e machine rocked like 
n stringless lorry going over cobbles. 
The air was disturbed for some sec­ 
onds after a loud roar astern had told 
me that the shell had come to earth.” 


CONSIGNED FLAG TO OBLIVION 


Youngsters First Burned German Em­ 
blem and Then Solemnly Burled 
the Ashes In the Earth* 


‘The w ar is making a wonderful im­ 
pression on th e mind of American 
childhood,” rem arked Dr. Edgar De­ 
w itt Jones, a Bloomington (IU.) pas­ 
tor, discussing current topics w ith 
some friends th e other day. 
Doctor Jones relates a little story 
about his young son, age ten, to illus­ 
trate. 
In 1910 the pastor made a tour 
of Europe and brought home with him 
a flag of every nation visited. 
Occa­ 
sionally they would be brought forth 
to exhibit to visitors, but for the last 
two years had been kept undisturbed 
in a box in th e doctor’s study.

“Papa, haven’t you a German flag?” 
The pastor replied that he thought 
there was one In his collection, at the 
same time explaining to the lad th at 
the Teutonic banner was not popular 
these days and was not to be exhib­ 
ited. 
A few days la te r the little son was 
more insistedt. 
“Papa,” he said, “I 
want that G erm an flag; please get it 
out for me.” 
“I got the boy the flog,” said Doctor 
Jones, “and through the window of my 
study watched w hat followed. First 
the boy called his sister, Dorothy. The 
children took th e flag into the yard 
and with m uch ceremony burned it. 
When it had been reduced to ashes 
the children carefully gathered them 
and put them In a cigar box. 
Then 
they dug a little grave and buried the 
ashes. 
T here is a little mound in 
the yard to show where the ashes of 
the kaiser’s colors ore resting. 
I have 
never mentioned the incident to the 
children and they do not know that I 
watched them.”—Indianapolis News.

as there It is roughened by lrregulai 
platelike scales.

The polish they 
used was lampblack and eggs, for 
which they purchased all th a t were 
rotten in the markets. 
T heir imple­ 
ments consisted of a.three-legged stool, 
a basket containing a blunt knife, 
called a spudd, a painter’s brush and 
an old wig. 
A gentleman usually went out in tho 
morning w ith dirty boots o r shoes, 
sure to find a shoeblack sitting on his 
stool at the corner of the street. The 
gentleman p u t his foot in the lap of 
the shoeblack without ceremony, and 
the artist scraped it with his spudd, 
wiped it with his wig and then luld on 
his composition as thick as black paint 
with his painter’s brush. 
The stuff dried with a rich polish, re­ 
quiring no friction, and little inferior 
to the elaborated modern fluids, save 
only the Intolerable odors exhaled from 
eggs in a high state of putridity, and 
which filled any house which was en­ 
tered before th e composition w as quite 
dry, and som etim es even tainted the 
air of fashionable drawing rooms.—
